“Often a driver waiting at an in- 
tersection for a safe chance to 
enter the road is deprived of an op- 
portunity because a driver approach- 
ing from the right or left and in- 
tending also to make a turn has 
failed to make the required signal. 
In such cases the failure to signal is 
a clear violation of highway court- 
esy. 

“Signals should be given clearly 
and unmistakably, with the hand 
and arm extended in such a way as 
to be plainly visible to other driv- 
ers. Too many drivers merely drop 
a hand an inch or two outside the 
car in a way which requires other 
drivers to guess at what is meant.”

“CLEAN-UP” DRIVE CUTS 


DOWN NUMBER OF FIRES 


Thirty-two fewer fire alarms were 
received last month than during the 
month of May, 1931, it was reported 
today by Fire Chief Thomas Cuff of 
the Menlo Park Fire Department. 

The marked reduction was attri- 
buted by Chief Cuff to the results of 
the “Clean-Up Week” campaign re- 
cently conducted by the department. 

During the past month there’ were 
only 14 alarms, as follows: 5 still 
alarms, 1 emergency call, 2 building 
fires, 3 grass fires, and 3 automobile 
fires. 

The record of the 
a year ago was 46 


same period of 
alarms: 9 still 
alarms, 1 emergency call, 4 building 
fires and 32 grass fires. 

Also of assistance in reducing the 
numpber of fires was the caution exer- 
cised by those who received permits 
to burn off grass, according to Chief 
Cuff. During the “Clean-Up Week,” 
26 complaints were investigated, and 
the fire hazards abated; 14 persons 
were cautioned concerning burning 
grass carelessly and without fire per- 
mits; and 19 unemployed were given 
four days’ work each in cleaning ap- 
proximately fouteen miles of parking 
strips and removing 
along the roads.

Chief Cuff today issued a warning 
that the next three months will be 
the most dangerous period of the 
year for spreading grass fires. The 
fire department will advise those not 
familiar with proper methods 
burning, he announced. Property 
owners must also receive fire permits 
before burning dry grass, brush, stub- 
ble or other inflammable material, it 
was peinted out by Chief Cuff. 

Arrangements have been made by 
the fire. department for fire equip- 
ment to stand by in various sections 
of Menlo Park on certain days next 
week during the burning off of vacant 
lots.

Mountain of Gold Free 
for Asking, None Asks 


Colorado Springs.—«Nearly $4,500,- 
000 in gold lies within the city 
jimits of Colorado Springs, and own- 
ers of the Golden Cycle mill and 
residents of the city are anxious to 
find some one who will take this 
great fortune away. 

Unguarded, this vast mountain of 
gold, about four city blocks long, 
two blocks wide and 100 feet high 
in places, has accumulated in the 
past 25 years at the rate of $150,000 
per year. 

On windy days lawns and car- 
pets are covered with gold dust and 
folks have to dust the powdery 
metal off their clothes. 

But it would cost whoever at- 
tempts to get this gold about twice 
as much as the metal is worth. The 
mill dumps about 300,000 tons of 
earth and gold dust yearly, and 
now there is a staggering total of 
more than 7,000,000 tons in the “gold 
hill.” The gold content is about 50 
eents per ton.

‘(GERMAN INVENTS 
| NEW DIVING BELL 


Expected to Reach Depth of 
3,000 Meters. 


f 

Berlin, Germany—The announce- 
ment of the American explorer, 
William Beebe, that he expected to 
reach a depth of 1,800 meters with 
a new diving ‘bell has brought to 
light the work’ of a young German 
engineer, who claims to have per- 
fected a diving apparatus capable 
of reaching a depth of 3,000 meters 
and of propelling itself electrically 
along the sea floor, fastening lines 
mechanically to submerged wreck- 
age and greatly simplifying diving 
operations as they have been prac 
ticed to date, 

Hans Philipps of Koeln-Muelheim 
has worked for five years on a small 
egg-shaped diving bell equipped 
with a rudder and propeller and 
with an electrically manipulated 
beak something like that of a bird, 
and he claims that his invention 
can dive to greater depths than any 
yet in use and can withstand great- 
er pressure. 

Philipps’ bell is devised with 
double shell, forming an air cham- 
ber which contains liquid air. This 
can be heated electrically to ex- 
pand and form any desired pressure 
from the inside to withstand the 
pressure of the water as the bell is 
lowered deeper into the sea. 

The apparatus receives its energy 
from a mother ship, which also fur- 
nishes a telephonic connection and 
the air supply. Inside the diving 
bell are two separated compart- 
ments, one containing motors, and 
the other for the operator, contain- 
ing the oxygen supply measuring in- 
agtruments, telephone and control. 

The control, however, becomes au- 
tomatic in case of any disturbance, 
signaling to the mother ship above 
and at the same time cutting off the 
stream of liquid air from above and 
releasing ballast water so that the 
device immediately begins to rise. 

The diver himself is protected 
through special oxygen supply, and 
he can manipulate the device along 
the ocean’s floor at the rate of three 
to four kilometers an hour. Special 
glass forms the eyes of the appa- 
ratus, and a pincer-like claw can be 
operated electrically in front for 
fastening on the sunken wreckage. 

The inventor hopes to be able to 
put his find to profitable use not 
only in search of many sunken 
“treasure ships,” but also mentions 
the possibility of using it in lay- 
ing and servicing the long-dreamed 
transatlantic telephone cable. He 
fhas already patented his device in 
Germany and several foreign coun- 
tries.

Delectable Blueberry Muffins 


For a “Better Breakfast” no 
housewife can do better than to 
choose blueberry muffins. Let her 
open a big can of the delicious 
fruit, and serve what is left later 
in the day in blueberry roly-poly 
or charlotte. 

Fruit breads and muffins are a 
pleasant way in which to get 
fruits into the diet—especially 
during the season when fresh 
fruits are rare and expensive, as 
most delicious hot breads can be 
made of inexpensive canned 
fruits. Read the following re- 
cipes and you will know exactly 
how to do it. 

Blueberry Muffins: Mix and sift 
two cups flour, three tablespoons 


sugar, four teaspoons baking pow- 
der and one-half teaspoon galt. 
Add two well-beaten eggs mixed 
with one cup milk. Next add 
three tablespoons melted butter, 
and three-fourths cup drained 
blueberries. Bake in greased 
muffin tins twenty to twenty-five 
minutes. 


Hot Fruit Biscuits 


Apricot Biscuits: Sift two cups 
flour, four teaspoons baking pow- 
der and one teaspoon salt. Cut in 
three tablespoons shortening. 
Beat one egg well, and blend with 
one-half cup apricot pulp made 
by draining and pressing canned 
fruit through sieve. Add one- 
fourth cup apricot syrup, and com- 
bine mixture with dry ingredients. 
Pat or roll out gently, and cut in 
rounds. Bake in very hot, 450° 
oven, twelve to fifteen minutes. 


Scotch Peach Cakes: Cream 
half cup shortening and half cup 
sugar; add one well-beaten egg. 
Make one-third cup peach purée 
by pressing canned peaches, fruit 
and syrup, through a sieve. Add 
to first miature. Add one and one- 
half cups sifted pastry flour, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon soda and a few 
grains of salt, then one cup quick- 
cooking oatmeal. Chill. Drop 
small spoonfuls on greased baking 
sheet. Leave two inches between, 
as the dough spreads. Bake in 
moderate, 350°, oven for about 
ten minutes. Makes about four 
dozen.

Pineapple Coffee Cake: Make 
a sponge by softening one cake 
yeast in one-fourth cup lukewarm 
water with one teaspoon sugar, 
and adding one-half cup evapora- 
ted milk which has been combined 
with one-half cup boiling water 
and cooled to lukewarm, and one 
cup flour. Beat well, and let rise 
until very light, about one to one 
and one-half hours. To this light 
sporfge add one well-beaten egg, 
one-half cup sugar and four 
tablespoons butter, softened or 
melted. Then add two and one- 
half or three cups flour and one- 
half teaspoon salt, using just suf- 
ficient flour to make dough stiff 
enough to knead, the less the bet- 
ter. Knead well, and let rise 
again until double in bulk. Cut 
down, knead slightly and pat into 
large flat rounds in buttered cake 
or pie tins. Have dough fairly 
thin; brush top with butter and 
let rise double. Meanwhile boil 
together till very thick one No. 2

to Roosevelt Sanctuary 

New York.—Since the establish- 
ment of the Roosevelt bird sanc- 
tuary, in 1924, more than 130 species 
of birds have taken shelter at the 
spot marking the last resting place 
of Theodore Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay, Long Island, according to an 
announcement from the National 
Association of Audubon Societies, 
which owns and administers the 
sanctuary. 

The Roosevelt bird sanctuary is 
a memorial to Theodore Roosevelt 
who, when President, was instru- 
mental in establishing 51 federal 
bird reserves. Roosevelt’s keen, per- 
sonal interest in birds was an im- 
portant factor in popularizing the 
pird-sanctuary movement, and to- 
day his grave is surounded by a 
12-acre tract given to the Audubon 
association for a bird sanctuary in 
perpetuity.

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NEEDED SUPPLIES 


Carriers Will Spend $1,- 
000,000,000 in 1932. 


Chicago.—Preliminary budgets of 
America’s railzoads, indicating am 
expenditure of  $1,000,000,000 in 
1932 for supplies, may set the pace 
of revival of buying and recovery 
of business in the nation. | 

The acceptance of a 10 per cenit | 
reduction in wages by the railroad | 
workers, effecting savings estimat- 
ed at $215,000,000 for the coming 
year and increased freight rates 
which will add more than $100,000,- 
000 to the carriers’ revenue, will 
place the leading roads on a sound 


financial basis and allow purchases | 


of supplies which have been needed 
but deferred for several months. 
Expense Increased. 

An expenditure of one billion dol- | 
lars. in 1932. will be an increase of | 
more than $300,000,000 over last | 
year when the roads bought $695,- | 


000,000 worth of supplies. The 1931 | 


expenditures, smallest in many 
years, showed a big decrease from 
1930 when $1,038,000,000 was ex- 
pended. 

The year 1930 might be regarded 
as a normal buying year although: 
previous years, when many roads 
were making extensive improve- 
ments, went far beyond that figure. 

Railroad purchases are a wide- 


spread factor in the nation’s pros- | 


perity as steel mills and industries 
in all sections of the coluntry will 


share the benefits of any increase | 


in business. 
Equipment Neglected. 

Equipment of the railroads fn the 
past year has been neglected, 
rights of way have become run 
down, maintenance shops have not 
been manned to full capacity and 
in general the railroads need a 
building up all along the line. 

Railroads do not contemplate ex- 
tensive buying of new rolling stock 
but with traffic estimated on the 
present basis, supplies to maintain 
equipment and fortification of road 
beds will call for heavy expendi- 
tures, officials say. 

The increased expenditures will 
mean workers and maintenance of 
way employees on the railroads 
and, likewise added employment in 
the industries benefiting which will 
strengthen buying power by hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars—a good 
contribution to revival of business 
in the country. 
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
